When my eyes got 
accustomed to the gloom I could see the vertical 
walls were lined with moss, lichen and ferns in 
profusion. Later in the day I climbed Peny 
ghent and much enjoyed the extensive prospect 
from its abrupt southern extremity 

Gaping Glryll lies at the apex of a conical 
depression in the moors at the foot of the south 
eastern slopes of Ingleborough and is not easily 
found When low mists cloak this region it is a 
risky business to search for it because the 
enclosing grassy slopes fall steeply to the hole 
and the rim is not fenced The best thing to do 
in clear weather is to locate Fell Beck, whose 
tributaries have their source on the slopes of 
Ingleborough and Simon Fell, and then to follow 
the stream down \ compass bearing taken at 
Horton and the use of a one-inch O.S. map will 
help, but if one is inexperienced it is best to 
approach the pot from Clapham In this 
event one walks along the path through the 
delightful grounds of Ingleborough House 
and follows Cave Beck past the entrance to 
Clapham Cave Thence a track penetrates a 
narrow dale, turns to the left through the 
imposing ravine of Trow Ghyll, and on emerging 
on the moor leads to a finger-post which is the 
key to its discovery 

Gaping Ghyll is one of the finest pot-holes 
in Britain: its mouth 1s roughly circular and 
large enough to receive a horse and cart without 
their touching its grim, unprotected walls 
The shaft is 340 feet deep and falls to the Great 
Hall, which has a floor space of half an acre, and 
is connected with a complex system of passages 
that extend over two miles underground A 
glance into this yawning chasm should be 
sufficient to warn off would-be adventurers, but 
it may be inspected safely by those who do not 
suffer from vertigo I was more impressed by 
this gigantic pot-hole than by any of the others

Phe ugly mouth of the chasm is protected by a 
stone wall, through which the stream passes to 
fall in a single plunge of 210 feet rhe total

PURPLE SLAG WARE

THE GLORIES OF A PLANTSMAN’S GARDEN 


By A. G. L. HELLYER 

NE effect of the great influx of new 
() plants which began in the early 19th 

century and has continued with ever 
increasing acceleration until the present day 
has been to produce a new class of gardeners 
who are more interested in plants than in 
plans. Unlike the gardeners of the 17th and 
ISth centuries, who conceived their gardens 
on paper and then fur iished them with what 
ever plants seemed most likely to succeed 
under the conditions they had created, this 
new generation of plantsmen determined first 
of all what they wanted to grow and then 
set themselves the task of producing the 
necessary conditions 

The garden at Trewithen, Cornwall, is a 
notable example of this latter school, partly 
because its maker and present owner, Mr. 
G. H. Johnstone, is one of the best informed 
plantsmen of his day, and partly because he 
has combined with his love of plants an 
ippreciation of design that gives the garden a 
fitting sense of unity with the house. This he 
has achieved by a very simple device. Most 
of the area adjoining the house has been kept 
clear of plants in the best landscape tradition, 
and on the south front this open space has 
been extended to a depth ot something like 
200 yards in the form of a level lawn, irregu 
lar in outline but progressively narrowing 
away from the house. This permits the house 
to stand out clearly and cleanly on a ground 
of adequate proportions unhampered — by 
irrelevant detail. 

Much of the rest of the garden is little 
more than shrubbery extending into wood 
land, and the fine trees and shrubs which hem 
the lawn are a part of this natural planting 
Krom the house one appears to be looking

impressed by the progressive informality of 
the scene. When one looks the other way, 


from the garden, the impression 1s quite the 


reverse, for the beautiful proportions and 
impressive simplicity of the house dominate 
the picture and one is aware of the lawn 
merely as a fitting but unobtrusive carpet 
leading the eye to the building (Fig. 1) 

$y this means Mr. Johnstone has avoided 
the formlessness and confusion which mar 
many modern gardens, and yet has allowed 
himself ample scope for providing ideal homes 
for the plants of his choice. And these are an 
extremely varied and interesting assortment 
for, though he is best known as an expert on 
magnolias and daffodils, his interests are 
uncommonly catholic. Moreover, he has been 
quick to take advantage of the mild and moist 
Cornish climate to grow a great many plants 
which will not thrive outdoors in colder or 
drier parts of the country. Many of the 
more tender and difficult camellias are to be 
found here, as well as rhododendrons, side by 
side with a great variety of other beautiful 
trees and shrubs. 

Most people think of magnolias as shrubs 
or, at most, small trees. That is a_ true 
enough picture of the hardier and more 
familiar species, but there are also a number 
of larger and more tender kinds which thrive 
well in the maritime parts of Cornwall. At 
[rewithen there is a remarkable magnolia col 
lection extending from the bush-like M 
lata to species of forest tree proportions, such 
as M. Campbellit, which is said to attain a 
height of 150 feet in the Himalayas. At 
Irewithen there are already trees of this and 
allied species, such as M. mollicomata and M 
Dawsoniana, which are well over 30 feet in 
height, and they are still quite young, for 
these are all species comparatively new to 
cultivation—so new, indeed, that they have 
still to be properly pigeon-holed by botanists 
and much discussion continues to rage as 
their correct status and_ relationship.

SIR Since the publication of my

ing silver I have received a number of 
replies principally however on 
methods of cleaning, and since some 
of these are definitely destructive, and 
I! do not wish to rub away or dissolve 
my silver inheritance, perhaps I may 
send you a note on cleaning old silver 


All methods employing cleaning 
a 


powders or alkalies, such as soda or 
ammonia, or strong acids, are des 
tructive and involve gradual loss of 
silver [he only safe method to my 
knowledge is to immerse the article in 
an aluminium saucepan containing 
a hot solution of common salt of 
about 2 oz. per pint strength. Ele« 
trolytic action will remove the tarnish 
without loss of silver, though in bad 
cases it may take twelve or more 
hours. A final rinse in a hot detergent 
and a polish with a leather completes 
the job

“VEN in tropical Africa there are suburbs 
} and Tanganyika has its share of them. In 
Dar-es-Salaam, the capital of the Terri 
tory, there are rows of close-built bungalows 
where not long there was empty bush 
Now buses run along the glaring coral roads 
and one man’s washing on the line is another 
man’s eyesore 

In time these growing suburbs, sign of the 
continual expansion and development that is 
going on in this part of East Africa, will hide 
their rawness. The hot uniformity of the houses 
will be hidden by bougainvilla#a, alamanda and 
coral creeper. “But at present they are not 
attractive and at week-ends the Englishman in 
Dar-es-Salaam, like his suburban brother else 
where, is glad to drive off for a few hours by 
the sea. 

There is no difficulty in getting to the sea, 
for Dar-es-Salaam is on the Indian Ocean, but 
beaches are not as accommodating as most of 
those in England. Some shade is essential to a 
day by the sea in East Africa, and where there 
are palms or casuarinas the tides may be 
awkward. Nothing can compensate for lack of 
bathing, with the fish-traps gauntly exposed on 
miles of flat, rather muddy sand and the sea 
only a blue sparkle in the distance 

The boat owners sail off to the 
where is the best bathing of all and where low 
tide has its attractions with great 
cowries and red and blue starfish on the reef 
There are motor-boats to be hired, but they are 
expensive and their arrival at the islands is 
often problematical 

So many of the suburbanites go to Mjim 
wema, “the Pleasant Village,’’ across the ferry, 
where there is always good bathing and shade, 
and where even in the most sweltering hot 
season there is a breeze; which is just as well 
as the sun can take the skin off the careless 

These outings to Mjimwema are family 
affairs, with two or three car-loads of children 
and dogs. There are big hats and dark glasses 
bathing things, lots of food and a few bottles of 
beer from the refrigerator, kept remarkably cold

“NROM the records of the 17th century one 


thing stands out plainly—that all who 
possibly could attended church. Indeed, 
a fine was imposed for non-attendance. Only 


the shepherd, who was often unable to leave 
his sheep, was excused occasionally, and to put 
matters right with his Maker he was sometimes 
buried with a lock of hair on his chest to prove 
that he was a shepherd. The church, in fact, 
was the place round which everything con 
nected with birth, marriage and death revolved: 
it was the great meeting-place of the village 
Here one did not necessarily wear fine clothes 
men, for instance, in country parishes often 
wore hunting clothes or arrived with hawk on 


wrist But there was one little matter which 
could not be overlooked: if a man entered 
church wearing spurs (which made a ringing 


noise that interrupted the service) a small fine 
was imposed. This was collected by the choir 
boys or the beadles 


There was a ceremony which carefully 
drew the line between the social classes The 
north door of the church was called the 


bachelor’s porch; men-servants and poor men, 
therefore, benches down the 
north aisle, while the maid-servants and poor 
women sat on the south side; after service the 
men formed one line and the women another; 
between these two lines the clergy and gentry 
passed out of the church

There is a curious legend that Roman 


oldiers introduced nettles to England, planting 
them on Romney Marshes, so that they might 
rub and chafe their limbs with bunches of them 


when numbed by our chilling climate This 
rather drastic remedy has been tried out in 
recent years on cases of lumbago: the back of 
the sutterer has been massaged with nettles 


For those who would care to try their hand 
at brewing nettle drink, here is a recipe I have 


found most reliable The ingredients are 
young nettle tops, packed tightly, to fill a 
12-pint pan, 2 lemons, 1% lb. rhubarb, 3 dande 
lion roots, 3 nut-sized pieces of bruised root 
pingel Lib. Demerara’ sugar, 3 OZ. yeast 


ly teaspoon of cream of tartar, a slice of burnt 
toast and cold watet1 

Wash the dandelion roots and nettles in 
salted water, as one does with greens, place in 
pan together with rhubarb, ginger, and sliced 
unpeeled lemons, and fill to top with cold water 
Bring to the boil, and continue boiling for half 
an hour, keeping the water level by adding more 
to make up for evaporation, Strain through a 
colander the and cream of tartar 
pressing out all moisture. When the liquid ts 
partly cooled, spread the yeast on one side of 
toast, and place it, yeasty side uppermost, on 
the lhquid to ferment After a few hours 
remove toast, and pour through a fine wire sieve 
into screw-topped bottles. This quantity makes 
about six pints of nettle drink. In five days it 
will be ready for drinking, or it can be stored 
indefinitely

then to assess the security of that net 
income. ‘The security was expressed in 


the form of the multiplier vear 
purchase which yielded a capital 
um from which appropriate deduce 


ions or additions could be made in 
order to arrive at the tinal value 
However, this theory, which workeel 
well enough in the case of “ gilt-edged 
urban property, was apt to produce 
wild results so far as farm land wa 
concerned, since there were considera 
tions in the minds ¢« 
were difficult, if not impossible, to 


tf purchasers which 
calculate according to an easily worked 
table or formula 

One of these considerations was 
described by Mr. Strutt as the inherent 
land hunger of the Englishman 
which was especially evident when a 
man had made a fortune in some 
occupation unconnected with the land 
The effect was that this type of 
buyer did not seem to require the same 
yield from his outlay that he required 
from other forms of investment 
Another consideration was the ameni 
ties enjoyed by the owner of an agri 
cultural estate, which might be ex 
pressed in terms of sporting rights, an
